C A Proclamation for the baniſhing of idle and wandring perſons. 
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HENRIE FALKLAND. 


== Hercas the extraoꝛdinarie reſoꝛt of people of the meaner ſoꝛt of the Kingdome of Scot- 
land into this Kingdome,much moze abounding here of late then in fozmer times, can⸗ 
not but in the end pꝛoue bcry inconuentent to both Kingdomes,aſwell by leauing thoſe 
parts of the countrie naked where ſuch ne fozmeriy inhabited, as by peftring and 
diſturbingthe Noztherne plantations of this —— the gouernment there eſta; 
| bliibed, and is like daily to increaſe moze a moꝛe if it ſhould runne on without reſtraint: 
A Whereof the late Kings moſt excellent Maieſtie of happie memoꝛie, taking notice and 
fozefceing the inconueniences that may enſue thereof,did giue oꝛder and commaund to 
' UstheLozd Deputie and Louncell of this kingdome,to take ſome pzeſent courſe foz the 
tedꝛeſſe thereof, whereupon by a fozmer Pꝛoclamation (of the one and twentieth of 
September 1622. Mee tooke ſuch ozder therein as Mee then thought conuenient. and 
finding that ſundzy miſchiefeg are like to ariſe by the contempt of the ſame. Mee held it 
neteſſarie to take ſome further oꝛder herein: noherefoꝛʒe theſe are in hig Maieſties name, 
ſiraightly to pꝛohibit, and foꝛbid all, and all maner of idle and wandzing perſon and per⸗ 
ſons whatſocuer of the Scottiſh Nation, and all other of the ſaid nation hauing no lawfull oz warrantable occaſton of 
buſineſſe, as Marchants. Marchants-factozs, Nauigatozs, oz otherwiſe, and being vnder the degree of knowne landed 
Gentlemen, at any time hereaſter to come oꝛ repaire into this Kingdome without a certificate from ſome of the Lommiſ= 
Coners of the middle Shiresof Scotland (ſometimes the bozders of England and Scotland) oz of ſome one o: moze 
of his Maieſties pziuic Lounſell, oz two Juſtices of the Peace, oz of any other two, whereof the one to be a Juſtice of 
1 — and the other a Miniſter in the Nealme of Scotland, : 
nd that all andeuerte the ſaidoz like perſon and perſons of the Scottiſhnation, which ſince the tenth day of Apzill 
laſt paſt haue contrarie to theTenoz of the ſaid late Pzoclamation ( being to the cfect afozeſaid) repayzedandeomeinto 
this kingdome, ſhall within foztie dayes after the date ol this Pzoclamation depart out of this Kingdome, vpon patrne that 
tuery perſon, and perſons offcnding, contrarie to the Tenoz hereof, ſhall be tommitted to the common Jayle of the coun- 
tie, where he oz they ſball be found, there to remaine vntill they ſhall pꝛocure ſome ccrtificate fromthe Lommiſſtioners afoze-= 
ſaid of their buſineſſe oꝛ lawfull occaſion of comming into this countrie. 

And n2ce allo ſtraightly pꝛohibit and foꝛbid all, and euerie Owners, and Malers of Shippes, Barques, Yoyes, 
Boates, and other veſſels whatſoeuer, and all other perſons at any time hercafter, to impozt,bzing oz land, into this king- 
dome. any ſuch idle oꝛ wandzing perſon and perſons pꝛohibited as afozcſad,by this Pzoclamatton to repayze oz come into 
this kingdome, vpon paine that euery of the laid Owners, Maſters, oz other perſons offcnding contrarie to the Tenoz 
hereof, ſball ſuffer impꝛilonment foꝛ the ſpace of ſire dayes, and incurre alſo the penaltie of fozfeyture of fine pounds ters 
ling foz euery the ſaid idle oz wandzing perſon ſo tobeimpozted into this kingdome contrary to the intent of this Pꝛocla⸗ 
mation, whercof the one halfe, to be to his Maieſtie, and the other halfe to him oz them that ſball infozme againſt any ſuch 
Nffcudoz oz offendozs, and vpon paine to ſuffer ſuch impꝛilonment, and other penaltie as to the LozdDeputie,and Pzi- 
ute Lonncell of this kingdome ſball be thought fit, 

And neee doe further will and require all Juſtices of Peace, Sheriffes, Mayozs, Bayliffes, and other head Officers 
of Cities and Townes within their ſeueral limits, to appꝛehend oz cauſe to be appꝛehended and committed to the common 
Jayle, all and fingular perſons, ſo wandꝛing out of the laid Kingdome of Scotland into this kingdome as afozeſaid,vn« 
till they ſball pꝛocure ſuch certificate,as is befoze mentioned, oz #nde good ſuertics which ſhall become bound in an sbliga- 
tion of tennepound Engliſh money to his Maieſties vſe to ſome of the ſaid Juſtices of the Peace, Wayozs, Sheriftes, 
Bapliffes oz other head Officers, to depart out of this Realme, within foztie daycs after the making of ſuch obligation, 
and Wee further will / and require that the ſaid obligations be returned, and ſent into the Dffice of the Clerke of the Loun- 
cell, within thzee Monethes alter the taking of the ſame, ; 

And whereas diuers and ſundzy perſons, hauing committed notozious and capitall crimes, doe vſually flie out of En⸗ 
gland and Scotland into this Kingdome, thereby to eſcape the hand of Juſtice, Theſe are therefoze in his Paieſtics 
name to chargecommaundand aguthozizeall Juſtices of _ Sheriffes, Mapoꝛs, Bapliffes,and other his Maieſties 
Officers and Miniſters to whom it may appertaine, that vpon notice 9} cate giuen vnto them vnder the 8 of 
any two Juſtices of the Peace,oz Commiſſioners of the s of Englandoz Scotland that anyſuch fugitiae per⸗ 
ſon is ſo fled out ol eyther of the ſaid kingdomes into this, That then they,#euerie of them doe their vttermoſt endeauour, 
to cauſe ſuch fugitiue perſon and perſong,tobe appꝛehended and ſent backe againe into England oz Scotland reſpectiue⸗ 
ly, vnto the laid Juſtices oꝛ Lommiſſioners,oz ſome one of themfrom whom the ſaid certificates iflued, to be further dealt 
wir hall # pzoceeded againl}, as to Juſtice ſball appertayne, And herein not to fayle, as they tender their duetie to his Ma⸗ 
leTie,and willanſwer the contrary at their perill, Giuen at his Maieſties Caſtle of Dublin the 22. day of Augud 1625. 
In the yeare of the raigne of our SoueraigneLozd, King Charles of England, Scotland, France, and Ireland, the firtt,
